3. Method of Recruitment, Age limit and other Qualifications The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification:— No person- 

fa) who has ontored into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the other party to the marriage and thero are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the opertation of 
this rule. 

5. Power to Relax : — Whore tho Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do It may by order for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castos 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categoires of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
time in this regard.

G.S.R. 517;— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, tho President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating tho methods of recruitment to the post of Gcstetner Operator in the National Atlas Organisation under the De- 
partment of Science and Technology, namely : — • 

1. Short Title and Commencement : — (1) These rules maybe called the National Altas Organisation (Gestetner Operator) 
Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay : — The number of tho said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications ; — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
connected therewith, shall bo as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

sht)ll be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage, and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded, in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving ; — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to bo provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.R, 518. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of (he Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating to the method of recruitment to the Group-1’ posts in the Jawaharlal Institute of Post Graduate Medical 
Education and Research, Pondicherry, namely : 

1. Short title and commencement : — ( I ) These rules may he called the Jawaharlal Institute of Post Graduate Medical Education and 
Research, Pondicherry (Group-C posts) Recruitment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application : —These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

7. Number, classification and scale of pay : — The number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in columns 3 to 5 of the Scheduled annexed hereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc : The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating thereto shall he as specified in columns 6 to 13 of the Schedule : 

3. Disqualification : — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted u marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having, a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under Ihe personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of (his rule, 

6, Power lo relax ; — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provision of these rules with rospect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving (—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the order issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard,

G.S.R. 523. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 35 of the Institutes of Technology, Act, 1961 (59 of 
1961), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Council (Institutes of Technology) 
Rules, 1962, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Council (Institutes 
of Technology) Amendment Rules 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Council (Institutes of Technology) Rules 1962, 
in rule 6, for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

"(1) (a) The members of the Council referred to in clauses 
(b), (f), (i) and (j) of sub-section (2) of section 31 
of the Act shall normally travel in first class by 

Rail, 

< b) Where, however, the Central Government considers 
that a non-official member of the Council should 
travel by Air-Conditioned Class, permission for the 
same may be allowed where this concession is justi- 
fied by fulfilment of one or more of the following 
conditions, namely : — 

(i) when a person is required to travel in Air-Condi- 
tioned Class on grounds of health or because of 
very advanced age or infirmity. 
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(il) when a person is or was entitled to travel In Air- 
Conditioned coach under the rules of the organi- 
sation to which he belongs or might have be- 
longed before retirement ; 

(iii) where the Central Government is satisfied that Air- 
Conditioned Class travel by Rail is the customary 
mode of travel by the non-official member of the 
Council concerned in - " respect of journeys un- 
connected with the performance of Government 
duty, 

(c) When such non-official members of the Council are 

authorised to travel by air, they shall be entitled 
to one standard airfare. Where return ticket is 
purchased the mileage allowance for the forward 
and their return journeys when such return ticket 
is available, shall, however, be the actual cost of 
the return ticket. Each case of Air travel shall be 
examined on merits by the Central Government and 
ermission for air travel granted after it is certi- 
ed that air travel is urgent and necessary in the 
public interest. 

(d) (i) The said non-official members of the Council 

shall be entitled to daily allowance at the highest 
rate applicable to the Central Government em- 
ployees of the First Grade, the entire absence in 
their cases being reckoned from and to their ordinai-y 
place of residence. In exceptional cases where the 
central government is satisfied that the work on the 
Committee is of such continuous or responsible 
nature as to necessitate the non-official member de- 
voting far greater time and energy to it than he 
can be ordinarily expected to spare, the rate of daily 
allowance for stay at the place of meeting may be 
increased up to a maximum of Rs. 50 per day, The 
enhanced rate of daily allowance shall be admissible 
only for actual days of meetings and also the day 
preceding and/or the day following the meeting if 


the said non-official member of the Council actually 
stays at the that place on these days. 

(iij The daily allowance shall be subject to the usual con- 
ditions laid down in S.R. 73, as amended from time 
to time. The Central Government shall however, 
be competent to relax the rule in cases where the 
conditions prescribed in clauses (a) and (b) thereof 
are satisfied. 

(.iii) Where a non-official member is allowed free board 
and lodging at the expense of the Central Govern- 
ment, he shall be entitled to only one-fourth of the 
daily allowance admissible to him under these rules. 
If only board is allowed free, daily allowance shall 
be admissible at onc-half of the admissible rate. If 
only lodging is allowed free, daily allowance shall 
be admissible at three-fourth of the admissible rates. 

fe) A non-official member of the Council, resident at a 
place where the meeting of Council or its Com- 
mittee is held, shall not be entitled to travelling and 
daily allowances on the scales specified in this sub- 
rule but shall be allowed only the actual cost of 
conveyance hire, subject to a maximum of Rs. 20 
per day. Before the claim is actually paid, the con- 
trolling officer shall verify the claim and satisfy him- 
self, after obtaining such details as may be consi- 
dered necessary, that the actual expenditure was not 
less than the amount claimed. In cases, he is not 
satisfied with the details, he may, at his discretion, 
limit the conveyance allowance to rOHd mileage. If 
such a member uses his own car, he shall be granted 
mileage allowance at the rates admissible to officials 
of the First Grade, subject to a maximum of Rs, 20 
per day”.

G.S.R. 524 .— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso of article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makos the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Statistician, in the Department of Social Welfare, namely : — 

1, Short title and commencement : — (1) These rules may be callod the Department of Social Welfare (Statistician) Recruitment 
Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on tho date of their publication in the Official Gazetto. 
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2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay Thcnumbor of the said posts, classification and the scale of pay attached 
theroto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule aunexod hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications, etc. — The method of recruitment, ago limit qua] ifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications (a) No person — 

(b) who having a spouso living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any poi son, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Control Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are othor grounds for so doing, oxompt any person from the operation of this 

rule. 


5. Power to relax — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necossary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saying : — Nothing rn those rulos shall affect reservations and other concessions required lo be pi ovided for (he Scheduled CaMcr, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordairco with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

G S.R. 527 .—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare (Class f. Class II and Class III posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974 in so far as they relate to the post of Senior Re- 
search Investigator, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Senior Research 
Investigator, in the Department of Social Welfare, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement : — (1) These rules may be called the Department of Social Welfare (Senior Research Investigator) Re- 
cruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay: — The number of the said posts, classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc: — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications:— No person- 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse livings or 

(b) who having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may If satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal Jaw applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax: — • Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it may by order forrea- 
sons to be recorded In writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 
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6. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall alTect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.R.524- l.i exjrcl ,o of the powz. conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession of the Department 
of Transport and Tourism (Class II and Class III posts) Recruitmorit Rules, 1962, the Department of Tourism (Machine Oporator) 
Recruitment Rules, 1973, and the Department of Tourism (Class III Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1973, in so far as they concern the post 
of Key Punch Operator, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Group ‘C statistical 
posts in the Headquarters Establishment and the Tourist Offices in India of the Department of Tourism, Ministry of Tourism and 
Civil Aviation, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rulos may be called the Department of Tourism (Group ‘C’ Statistical posts) 
Recrutitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Application, — These rulos shall apply to the posts as specified in column of the Schedule annexed hereto, 

3. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay.- -The number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in column 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limits and other qualifications. — 'The method of recruitment to the said posts, ago limits qualifica- 
tion, and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification. — No person,— 

(a) who has ottered intool contracted a man iage with a pet son having a spouse living ; ot 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a mairiage with any peison, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any oi'the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the porsonal law applicable to such 
person and the other parly to the marriage and tl ere arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary oi expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons lo be recorded in writing, relax any of (he provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving.— Nothing in those rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 529. — Whereas draft of the Major Port of Tuti- 
corin (Harbour Craft) Rules, 1976, was published as required 
by sub-section (2) of section 6 of the Indian Port Act, 1908 
(15 of 1908) at pages 1748 to 1753 of the Gazette of India, 
Part IT, Section 3, sub-section (i), dated the 26th June, 1976, 
tinder the notification of the Government of Tndia in the 
Ministry of Shipping and Transport (Transport Wing), No. 
G, S. R. 917, dated, the 15th May, 1976, inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
till the expiry of a period of sixty days from the date of 
publication of that notification in the official Gazette; 

And whereas the said Gazette wus made available to the 
public on the 6th July, 1976 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have becii re- 
ceived from the public ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 6 of the said Act, the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following rules, namely ; — 

1. Short title, commencement and application.— ( 1) these 
rules may be called the Major Port of Tuticorin (Harbour 
Craft) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the official Gazette. 

(3) They shall apply to be Major Port of Tuticorin. 

2. Definitions.— In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires. — 

(a) "Deputy Conservator" means the Deputy Conservator 

of the Port ; 

(b) “Form” means a form appended to these rules ; 

(c) "harbour craft” means any catamaran plying for hire 

or any flat or cargo passenger or other boat plying 
whether for hire or not and whether power driven 
or not and whether plying regularly or only occa- 
sionally, or partly with in and partly without the 
port; 

(d) “Inner Harbour” means that pari of the Ports’ water 

are which lies cast of the base line (south north 
road) having a bearing of 205° and includes the 
turning basin, eastern dock arm, oil jetty and any 


future berths docks dredged and developed from 
time to time, west of the two entrance heads and 
enclosed by the breakwaters. 

(e) “licensed harbour craft” means any harbour craft 

licensed under these rules ; 

(f) "Motor boat" means any power-driven harbour craft 

propelled wholly or in part by any form of electri- 
cal or mechanical power other than steam ; 

Ig) “Outer Harbour” means the area outside the enclosed 
breakwaters and east of a line joining the two break- 
water heads and covering the entire port limits as 
defined in the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Shipping and Transport No. 
GSR. 314(E) published in the Gazette of India, extra- 
ordinary Part II — Section 3— sub-section (i), dated 
the 11th July, 1974; 

(h) "owner” used in relation to a harbour craft includes 

any pan owner, agent or mortgage in possession 
thereof ; 

(i) "Port” means the major Port of Tuticirin; 

(j) “Roads” means lhat part of the port which lies out- 

side the enclosed breakwaters and outside the de- 
marcated channel, but within the port limit ; 

(k) “servant” used in relation to owner includes the 

tindal or any boatmen ; 

(l) “Steam-boat” means any harbour craft propelled 

wholly or In part by steam power ; 

(m) "tindal" includes any person in charge of a harbour 
craft, 

3. Harbour craft, not to apply without a licence. — (l)(a)No 
poison shall, whether as owner or as servant, use any harbour 
craft to carry goods or passengers to or from any vessel at 
the port or from place to place within the limits of the port 
unless such persons holds a licence in form ‘A’ granted by 
the Registering or Licensing officer and unless the harbour 
craft so used has been registered. For purpose of registration 
the owner of a harbour craft shall cause it to be brought to 
such place as the Registering Officer or Licensing Officer may 
appoint. 

(b) The owner of any new craft to be licensed under these 
rules should obtain a ‘No Objection’ certificate from the 
Customs before their boats are registered and licensed. 

(2) Nothing in this rule shall apply,— 

(i) to crafts forming part of the equipment of ship or 
steamer or 
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(ii) to harbour craft maintained solely for purposes of 

pleasure and 

(iii) crafts in the service of Government or the port. 

4. Licensing of harbour craft. — (1) Every application for 
the licensing of a harbour craft under rule 3 shall be made 
to the Deputy Conservator in writing and shall contain the 
following particulars, namely : — 

(a) the owners’ name and address in full and if the owner 

is a minor it shall contain the name and address of 
his guardian ; 

(b) the name and address of the agent, if any, duly 

authorised by the owner to act on his behalf; 

(c) the name of the tindal whom (he owner proposes to 

place him in charge of the harbour craft ; 

(dl the nature of the licence required, that is to say, 
whether it is required for a passenger boat or for 
a cargo boat, or for any other purposes ; and 

(e) the details of the harbour craft in respect of its 
measurements, gross tonnage and other relevant 
particulars. 

(2) On receiving an application for licence under sub-rule 
(lj, the Deputy Conservator shall survey and measure the 
harbour craft, or causo it to be surveyed and measured in 
the presence of the owner or any person duly appointed for 
the- purposes by such owner, and on being satisfied that the 
harbour cruft is seaworthy and fit for service at the port, or 
upon the production of a certificate in writing from the officer 
who surveyed the harbour craft certifying : — 

<a) that such harbour craft is seaworthy, properly equip- 
ped and suited for the purpose for which the licence 
is required ; 

(b) the number of passenger that such harbour craft is 

capable of carrying under all conditions ; 

(c) the number of crew required for the safe navigation 

of such harbour craft ; 

(d) that the equipment of such harbour craft is in good 

order and condition, 

grant a licence in Form A on payment of the fees 
specified in rule 2fi. 

(3) For the purpose of survey and measurement specified 
in sub-rule (2), the owner shall cause the harbour craft to be 
brought to such place as the Deputy Conservator may specify; 

(4) Subject to the provisions of these rules, all licences in 
Form A shall be issued for the financial year ending on the 
31st March. 

5. Minor or female owners. — If the owner of a harbour 
craft is a minor, the licence may be obtained by the guardian 
of the minor. If the owner is a woman, who according to 
the customs of the country does not appear in public, the 
licence may be obtained on her behalf by her duly authorised 
agent. In such cases the guardian or the agent as the case 
may be shall be deemed to be the owner for the purposes 
of these rules. 

6. Licence, rules, etc. to be produced when demanded.- — 
(1) The licence of every harbour craft shall be kept in the 
possession of the tindal who shall produce the licence when- 
ever called upon to do so by the Deputy Conservator by any 
person duly authorised by the Deputy Conservator in that 
behalf. 

(2) A copy of these rules and of any written directions 
issued by the Deputy Conservator in respect of their imple- 
mentation shall also be furnished by the owner to the tindal 
who shall on demand, show them to any hirer or consignor 
of, or passenger in, such harbour craft. The owner shall be 
responsible for ensuring that the tindal understands the pro- 
visions of these rules and directions and for obtaining a dec- 
laration from him to that effect and producing the same 
whenever required by the Deputy Conservaor. 

7. Distinctive numbering of licensed harbour craft (1) 
The owner of licensed harbour craft shall paint or cause to 


be painted upon a black back-ground in while or upon a 
light back-ground in black figures not less than six inches in 
length, on conspicuous part of tho bow of such harbour craft 
on one side, and on the quarter of the other, the number 
of the harbour craft as mentioned in the licence, 

(2) No person shall paint or cause to be painted upon 
any harbour craft not duly licensed under rule 4, any such 
number as aforesaid or any other mark likely to induce the 
belief that such harbour cruft has been so licensed. 

8. Change of ownership or control of licensed harbour 
craft : — When the holder of a licence in Form A transfer 
the ex-ownership of the harbour craft to another person, 
the licence shall cease to be valid on the expiry of six 
days from the date of such transfer. Where such holder 
mortgages the harbour craft to, or places it under the cont- 
rol of another persons, the licence shall cease to be valid 
on the expiry of six days from the date of such mortgage or 
placing unless an endorsement on the licence is made by the 
Deputy Conservator to the effect that not withstanding such 
transfer or placing, the licence shall continue to be valid. 

9. Changes in crew or carrying capacity of licensed har- 
bour craft to be reported: — Whenever the Syrang or Tindal 
of any registered harbour craft is changed or any alteration 
in such craft is made so as to affect any of the particulars 
contained in the licence granted for it, such change or altera- 
tion shall he forthwith reported by its owner to the Register- 
ing Officer or Licensing Officer. In case ol change of Syrang 
Tindal or of any alteration in the carrying capacity, 
the harbour craft shall nol ply until such report is made and 
in case of change of Syrang or Tindal until the new Syrang or 
Tindal has also been produced before the Registering or 
Licensing Officer. On such report or on such report an 
production, as the case may be, the Registering Officer or 
Licensing Officer shall amend the original licence held by 
the owner and in case of change of Syrang or Tindal, also 
the register kept under rule 10. 

Whenever there is change of Tindal or any other crew, 
the owners, of the craft concerned should obtain a ‘No 
Objection' certificate from (he Customs before their names 
are registered for employment in these boats. 

In case of alteration in the harbour craft affecting its 
'"'frying capacity, the original licence held by the owner 
shall be cancelled and a fresh licence issued by the Register- 
ing Officer or Licensing Officer the harbour craft been re- 
measured, and the harbour craft shall not ply until such fresh 
licence has been issued, 

Provided that if any harbour craft was away from the 
port at the time when such change or alteration takes place, 
the change or alteration shall be reported to the Registering 
Officer or Licensing Officer immediately on its return to the 
port. 


10. Registration Tindals : — ( 1 ) At the time of licensing 
of any harbour craft under rule 4, the name of its tindal 
as entered in the licence and other particulars relating to 
him shall be entered in a register which shall be kept by the 
Deputy Conservator in Form B. 

(2) Every year in the month of March o n a date to be 
fixed by the Deputy Conservator the owner of every licens- 
ed harbour craft shall produce before the Deputy Conser- 
vator the tindal of the harbour craft for verifying the cor- 
rectness of the enliries in the register : 

Provided that if such harbour craft is away from the 
port on the date so fixed, the owner shall produce 
the tindal within 24 hours after its return

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11. Annual and special inspection of licensed harbour craft 
and crew ; — Every owner shall, 30 days before the date 
of expiry of licence, submit an application for the inspection 
of the Harbour Craft and renewal of licence, Every owner 
of every registered harbour craft shall be required to pro- 
duce it together with its licence for inspection by the Kcgiscr- 
ing Officer or Licensing Officer at such place, and on such date 
as he may appoint lor the purpose. In addition to such ins>- 
pection, special or partial inspections may be held by the 
Registering Officer or Licensing Officer or by any person 
duly authorised by hint, at such times as the Registering 
Officer Licensing Officer may consider necessary. 

At all inspections under tips rule, the haibour craft shall 
have its full complement of crew and equipment and no 
person who is not a certificated person as required by these 
rules, or who in ihe opinion of the Registering Officer is un- 
accustomed to the use of the harbour craft or in efficient 
shall be employed or registered as a Tindal or Syrang. 

The owners of all craft licensed under these rules shall 
obtain a ‘No Objection' certificate from the Customs for 
renewal of licence, 

12. Repairs of licensed harbour ciaft ordered for ins- 
pection : — (1) The owner of every licensed harbour craft 
shall execute such repairs thereto as the officer referred to 
in rule 11 may direct in order to render it efficient, and no 
owner or any of his persons shall use any such harbour craft 
or cause or permit it to be used until such repairs have 
been duly executed and the Deputy Conservator has granted 
permission for its use. For the purpose of such repairs, the 
owner shall cause the harbour craft to be hauled up only 
to such place or places on the fore-shore as the Deputy Con- 
servator may from time lo lime direct. 

(2) All major repairs to the boiler, machinery or hull of 
a licensed harbour craft shall he carried out under the super- 
vision of an Engineer and Ship Surveyor, appointed by the 
Deputy Conservator. The master of the owner of such craft 
shall before the commencement of the repairs pay to the 
Deputy Conservator a slim sufficient to cover the fees and 
other expenses of such Engineer and Ship Surveyor. 

Explanation — For the purpose of this sub-rule, the Deputy 
Conservator shall decide as lo whether a particular 
work should be regarded as a major repair or 
not. 

(3) The fees referred to in sub-rule (2) shall be calculated 
on the following scale, namely: —

Plus Rs. 30 for every 300 Ions oi part (hereof in 
excess of 1,200 tons. 


(4) The expenses referred to in sub rule (2) shall be deter- 
mined in accordance with the general or specified instructions 
of the Central Government in this behalf, 

13. Control of working of licensed harbour craft : — ( 1) 
The owner shall provide every licensed harbour craft with 
such ciew and equipment as may be determined by the Deputy 
C onset valor anil entered in the license. The tindal of the 
harbour craft shall not have on the board more or less than 
the number of the crew specified in ihe licence for fine or 
rough weather according as the harbour craft plies in fine 
or rough weather and shall nol carry passengers or goods in 
excess of the number of quantity entered in the licence for the 
haibour craft. 

(2) Every licensed harbour craft plying within the port 
shall carry such number of life-buoys as may be considered 
reasonable by the Depuly Conservator and of a type approv- 
ed by him. Every such harbour craft shall curry in addition, 
such buoyant apparatus as may he considered necessary by 
the Deginy Conservator. All such buoys and bouyant appara- 
tus cu’mc 1 in the harbour craft shall he stowed to the satis- 
faction ot the Deputy Conservator and so as to be readily 
accessible to the persons on board. 

(3) Every harbour crafl licensed for Ihe carriage of passen- 
gers shall be so fitted that sufficient sitting space is avail- 
able fpr such passenger and awnings and side weather screen 
shall also provided, where necessary, to give protection to 
passengers from sun and weather respectively. 

(4) The Deputy Conservator shall exercise his discretion in 
fixing the number of crew required in a licensed harbour 
craft plying within the port and carrying passengers. 

(5) Whether the owner of a licensed harbour craft does 
not desire to carry the full complement of passengers, or is not 
prepared, or considers it impracticable lo carry ihe prescrib- 
ed life saving appliances, the Deputy Conservator may limit 
the number of passengers accordingly and endorse the licence 
to ihe effect. 

14. Obstructing port traffic ; — (I) No tindal or any mem- 
ber of ihe crew serving in any licensed harbour craft shall 
obsliuct or hinder the loading, discharging or service of such 
harbour crafl, or of any other licensed craft, or obstruct or 
hinder any vessel working in the port. 

(2) No tindal shall permit any licensed harbour craft in 
his charge to obstruct the free navigation of the port or the 
approaches to wharves or jetties. 

15. Compliance with (he provisions regarding prevention 
of collision at sea: — observing of the merchant shipping 
(Prevention of Collisions at sea) regulations, 1965— All 
licensed harbour craft, when under way, shall comply with 
the provisions of the Merchant Shipping (Prevention of 
Collisions at sea) Regulations, 1965. 

16. Refusal to plv without lawful excuse : — (a) If the 
owner of the Tindal /Syrang in charge of a registered harbour 
crafl plying regularly for hire, without reasonable excuse, 
refuses lo ply such craft for hire when required to do so, 
the licence of such harbour craft shall be liable to be revok- 
ed by the Registering Officer or Licensing Officer. 

(b) If the harbour craft is found to be used for unlawful 
or illegal activities, (he licence shall be cancelled. 

17. Working of the licensed harbour crafl at night and 
in bad weather : — (a) No licensed harbour craft shall ply 
in the outer roads, — 

(it between (he hours of 6 P.M. and 6 A.M. without the 
previous permission of the Deputy Conservator > 

(ii) when n storm warning indicating bad weather or high 
seas is displayed from the port flag stBff. 

lb) When ihe signal referred to in sub-clause (ii) of clause 
(a) is hoisted at the port flag stall', nil harbour crafts plying 
in Hie oulcr roads shall return lo the inner harbour at once 
and shall not proceed to the outer roads without the special 
permission of the Deputy Conseivator until the signal is 
huiiled down. 
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18. Permissible loading of licensed harbour cruft in fine 
and rough weather : — (1) No person shall load a licensed 
harbour craft with passengers or with animals or other cargo 
in contravention of the terms of its licence. 

(2) No tindal of any licensed harbour craft shall permit 
any animal to be loaded in it, unless the harbour cruft has 
been provided with sand ballast or straw sufficient to form a 
flat floor and unless such other requirements as may be im- 
posed by the Deputy Conservator in respect of the harbour 
crafts, have been complied with. 

(3) Where animals are carried in a licensed harbour cnift, 
no other cargo or passenger shall be carried therein. 

(4) Passengers and cargo other than animals may be car- 
ried at (he same time only in a licensed harbour craft propel- 
led by mechanical or electrical power. 

19. Power of tindal to prevent overloading : — Whcnevre 
the number of passengers or the quantity of cargo in a licenc- 
ed harbour craft exceeds the number of quantity entered in 
the licence, the tindal shall, before starling from the vessel or 
from the shore, require any passenger to leave the harbour 
eraft or any consignor consignee, or shipping or landing agent 
concerned to remove from the harbour craft the whole or any 
part of the cargo. 

20. Attention to certain signals required of tindals :■ — 9 he 
owner of every licensed harbour craft shall instinct the tin- 
dal of such harbour craft to pay immediate attention to the 
harbour craft master flag, square blue flag with four parallel 
red barsrunning crosswise which shall be displayed on the 
port flagstaff when the Deputy Conservator desired to carry 
out an inspection under rule 11. 

21. Licensed harbour craft not to inter free without 
mooring or approaching vessels before they anchor No 
person inchargc of or navigating any licenced harbour craft 
shall attempt to make such harbour craft fast to any moor- 
ing or mark buoy, or take it along side of a vessel approach- 
ing an anchorage or mooring before such vessel has come to 
anchor or been moored to a buoy. 

22. Fishing boats not to be allowed near a cargo boat or 
alongside vessel fl) No person in charge of or navigat- 
ing a licensed cargo boat shall allow fishing boat to be with- 
in ten yards of her when such cargo boat is plying between 
a vessel and the shore. 

(2) No person in chage of or navigating a fishing boat shall 
allow it to go alongside the vessel whilo discharging or ship- 
ping of cargo is proceeding. 

(3) If any licensed harbour craft is found by the Deputy 
Conservator to have contravened the provisions of sub-rule 
(1) or (2) the Deputy Conservator may — 

ta) cancel the licence issued in respect of the harbour 
Craft; 

(b) direct that the tindal at fault shall not be employed 
in any capacity in any licensed harbour craft and 
that his name shall be removed from the register 
of tindals ; 

(4) If any owner employs such tindal contrary to the direc- 
tions of the Deputy Conservator, given under clause (b) of 
sub-rule (3), the Deputy Conservator, may cancel all or any 
of the licences held by the said owner, 

23. Landing shipping of passengers and goods to be with- 
in the port : — —A 1 1 passengers and goods shall be landed or 
shipped in such places within the limits of the port as (he 
Conservator may appoint and no person, shall ship or land 
passengers or goods outside such places unless the sanction 
of the Port and Officers of customs at the Port has Pre- 
viously been obtained. 

24. Rates of harbour craft hire No owner, tindal or any 
member of the crew of a licensed harbour craft licensed to 
carry passengers for hire and no person deputed by the owner 
of such harbour ciaft, shall demand from any passenger hire 
charges exceeding that sanctioned by the Central Govern- 
ment and no owner, tindal or member of ihe crew of such 
harbour craft shall demand or accept any gratuity or present 
from any passenger during (he course of its trip between any 


vessel and the shore or from place to place whether within 
or without the port. 

25. Prohibition of employment of convicted tinndals etc. : — 
If the tindal or any member of the crew of a licensed har- 
bour craft is convicted for a breach of any of the provisions 
of these rules, the owner of the harbour cruft shall, on being 
required to do so by the Deputy Conservator, dismiss such 
tindal or member of the crew from his employment. 

26. Revocation of licences : — If, in the opinion of the 
Deputy conservator, the owner of apy. licensed harbour 
croft has contravened any of the provisions of these rules, 
he may, without prejudice to any other action that may be 
taken against such owner in respect of the contravention, 
cancel all or any of the licences held by the owner, 

27. Appeal from Deputy Conservator’s decision : — An 
appeal shall lie from any decision of the Deputy Consci voter 
under these rules, to the Conservator of the Port. Such 
appeal shall be preferred in writing within seven days from 
the date on which the decision of the Deputy Conservator 
has been communicated in writing to the party or parties 
concerned. 

28. Fees — The following fees shalJ be leviable for survey, 
licensing, inspection of the harbour crafts :

G S.R. 531.— In exerciso of tho powers conferred by tho proviso to article 309 of the Constihilion the President hereby makes tho 

following rules, namely 

1. Short titlo and commencement (I ) These rules may bo called the Posts and Telegraphs Telecom Factories Organisation (Per- 
sonnel Officer) Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come inlo force on (he date of their publication in (he Official Gazelle. 

2. Number, Classification and sealos of pay:— Tho number of post, its classification and the scalo of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in Columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Mothod of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc:— The method of recruitment to tho said post age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating thereto shall bo as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedulo aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification;— No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marrioge with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has ontored into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall he eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under tho personal law applicable to such 
person and tho other party to the marriage and thore are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the opera tion of this rule. 

5 Power to relax: — Whore the Central Government is of tho opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded, in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of tho provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Interpretation : — If any question arises relating to the interpretation of those rules, it should be referred to tho Central 
Government for decision. 

7. Saving:— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation and other concession required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Schodulod Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.
